Washington. Feb. 19—The executive 
fctbsion of the senate to consider the 
Piuiuniii canal treaty continued from 
1-.-20 until nearly 6 and then took a 
recess until S p. m. Then following u 
brief speech by Mr. Hour in support 
of the treaty, Mr. Quay'presented u 
copy of the constitution which 
he 
asked to be read. Objection wns niudo 
by anti-statehood senators on the be- 
lief the move wns clearly intended to 
aeluy rat mention. 
Mr. Quay assured 
the senators such was not the pur- 
Pose, and the objection,was withdrawn. 
The reading- of the document consum- 
ed over two hours and was followed 
by a speech by Mr. Morgan in which 
he cited ct'itain alleged discrepancies 
between the act authorizing the pur- 
chase of the company's franchises and 
property ami the terms of treaty. An 
animated debate followed and at 5:30 
a motion to adjourn was defeated. Im- 
inedlufely afterward a motion for re- 
cess until S p. m.. was adopted. When 
the evening session was called to or- 
der the point of no iiuorum was made. 
A iiuorum w.is secured n half hour 
later and Mr. Morgan proceeded with 
his speech until 11 o'clock, when the 
session iidjotuned. 


Just before adjournment Mr. Cullom 
sought unanimous, consent to fix a 
time for a vote next Saturday, but 
Mr. Morgan objected. Mr. Quay also 
said ho would object unless an agree- 
ment to vote on the statehood bill al- 
so could bo obtained. 


Only an hour unrl twenty minutes 


•wns spent in open session today. This 
time was devot»d to lotitine business 
and passing bills of no gieat geneial 
importance. Mr. Bailey by a vote of 
the Semite secured consideration of the 
S.iblnp Pass port bill which has been 
the subject of considerable controver- 
sy but H Aoie on the measure was not 
i-euchp'l.

Newark. N. J., Feb. 19—A trolley 
car loaded with pupils on their way 
to high school was run into today at 
the Clifton avenue crossing by a Del- 
aware, Lackawunna & Western rail- 
road train. . 


Twelve peisons wore killed and 30 
or more were injured. Some of the 
injured may die. 


Twenty of the 
injured passengers 
were taken to a hospital, and the oth- 
ers were able to go to their homes, 
ihe Identification of the dead and in- 
jured was a difficult task and was ac- 
complished very slowlv 
The dead: 
VIOLA HILL. 17 years. 
MAUDE BAKER, 16 years. 
ERNESTINE P. MUELLER, 15. 
MABEL E. KARSCHNER, 17. 
ALMA LOEHNBERG, 16. 
ROSEBUD KOHN.

The fatally Injured are:

The injuries of the 
others varied 
from broken IhnbK to bruises. 


The railroad train, which was run- 
ning at almost full speed, was seen by 
the motorman, who put on the brakes 
and did all he could to stop his car, 
out the wheels slipped upon the rails, 
which were covered with ice, and the 
car slid forward until its front plat- 
torm projected over the railroad track. 
The pilot of the engine struck 
the 


platform threw the car around and 
then topple,! it over. The train went 
on, and was not stopped until it had 
gone several blocks from the crossing. 
ihe body of one of the victims, a 
girl, was found on the pilot of the lo- 
comotive when it was brought to a 
standstill. 


The accident occurred at the Clifton 
avenue crossing, long noted as a dan- 
gerous spot. 


Special Car for Pupils. 


Thp trolley cur was one of the spec- 


ial vehicles, which the North 
Jersey 


Street Railway Co. runs between 8 and 
!> o'clock, live mornings in the week 
tor the special accommodation of high 
si'hool pupils. It was 
'crowded with 


young men and women from all parts 
ot the city. 


Immediately afler the accident had 


been reported, all the police reserves 
of tli<: Second precinct were sent to 
tho scene to keep 
back 
the crowd 


which gathered almost immediately. 


The train which caused the accident 


was the Delaware & Passuic 
express. 


I here ih some question as to whether 
both crossing gales were down when 
the car and train 
approached 
the 
crossing at the same time. 


Many Bodies Mutilated. 
The s^ixht was a sickening one. Mu- 


tilated bodies weir- scattered in every 
direction. 
The uninjuied carried the 


injured children to nearby places of 
temporary refuge. 


The ttolley cur could not be slopped, 


,dlhough the molorman appeared 
to 
make frantic efforts to do so. 


The conductor of the trolley, George 
Gould, said: 


"It's customary for trolley conduc- 


tors to leave their cars as this cross- 
ing is approached and as 
the 
car 


stops to run ahead and see if the 
track is clear. 


"I should have done that this morn- 


ing, had I not seen that 
the gates 


were lowered. Naturally I concluded 
the car would stop, and the first thing 
I knew was when we vent crashing 
through the gates." 


Policeman Stuckey who was a wlt- 


ne«s of the accident, said the trolley 
o:ir hud projected about four feet over 
the track when it was struck. 


There were about 12 children on 
the front platform. It is not known 
whether they hampered the 
motor- 


m.-in's movements. 


Passengers on the train hoard the 
screams of the children 
before 
the 


train struck the car. As an illustration 
of the force of the collision, the front 
part of the trolley car 
was 
picked 


tip threo blorks further down the road 
between the two tracks. 


Car Was Overloaded. 


Owing to tho severity of tho weath- 


er Hie ear curried more than the ordi- 
nary load. The inside of the car was 
parked while both 
platforms weie 


t-rnwdod. 
Most of those on the out- 


side jumped before the clash came, 
but there was no possible escape fol- 
the others. When the collision occur- 
red the ear was cut almost In the 
middle and the children were thrown 
In every direction, some being crush- 
ed beneath the wreck. The spectacle 
was so appalling 
that 
many who 


started in the work of rescue gave up 
unnerved. 
In a few minutes several 


bodies wore taken from tho wreck anj 
laid sirle by side in the snow alongside 
of the track.
